tunes : Theſe Things are ſuch Trifles

Cenſures till the Tn: —They SHALL NOT 
Proſper. The Claim is not trom Heaven, 
the Succeſs of it ſtands direQly oppoſite to 
the Proteſtant Intereft in Europe ; and the 
Bleſſing that ſupports that Proteftant In- 
tereft cavnot be thoughe to attend it : 
The Swedes are a Capital Article in the 
Account of the Proteftant Intereft 
Many a Time they have been the Bridle of 
the Auſtrian Fury, ard to this Day. they 
hold the Ballance of Germany.

Power, thar the very Princes, that are 
now offering to draw their Swords agaicft 
Swed:y, were eftabtiſh'd : Had not Guſtavus 
Adolphus landed; tad not Tilly been beaten 
at the famous Bactle of Leipfick, there had 
been ao Saxon, or Pruſſian, or Branden- 
burgher iett in Germany to have offer'd this 
new Breach ; but the Germav Empire had 
been in a fair way of being diffolv'd, and 
Auſtrian Tyranny had oyer-run all that 
Part of the World.
